$50,000 press along with many 
other Improvements either made 
of to be made by the Chronicle- 
Telegram marks a mighty stride 
In the history of Loraia county as 
•well as Elyria journalism.

an old record kept by the

George G. Wasfaburn. some Inter- 
esting facts have been obtained re- 
garding the history of Elyria news- 
papers. 


First Paper Published. 


The first paper printed In 
this 


' County was the "Lorain Gazette," 
In the spring of 1S29, with Archi- 
bald Park as owner and printer. 
•ffer different was the cost of his 
complete outfit from the needs of 
a modern newspaper plant today 
The original bill of sale shows that 
the entire outfit cost but $280 50. 
' This Included a 
"Super 
Royal 


(Ramage1' press, which was mostly j 
made of wood, and was the 
first! 


press in the village It was mstal-l 
led in a building two doors ea»t' 
of East avenue, and the first issue' 
came out on July 24. 1829. It i 
was a five-column folio, and cost* 
delivered $2.50 per year 


Kn 1832 it was purchased by 


James F. Manter, who changed the 
name to the "Elyria Times" 
He 


published it for three months and 
then sold it to Josiah Harris and 
A. 
S. 
Park, and its name (was 


changed to the "Ohio Atlas'and 
Elyria Advertiser." 
It was chang- 


ed to a six-column folio and the 
first number was printed July 12. 
1832. 
It's motto was "What is it 


but a busy Map'" It was issued 
until June 12, 1844 when its name 
•was changed to the "Buckeye Sen- 
tinel."

* ae Literary Register and Miscel- 
laneous Magazine, was issued oc- 
tober 4th, 1833 and was a. three- 
column folio printed on the first 
iron press brought to Elyria.

The 
Elyria 
Requblican 
and 


Workingman's Advocate was issu- 
ed October 2nd, 1834. 
It was a 


six-column 
folio.

words "and Workingmen's Advo- 
cate" were dropped.

"The Lorain Standard" was first 


issued April 7, IS40. It was dem- 
ocratic in politics and was pub- 
lished until November 3, 1840. A 
complete file is now in the public 
library.

"Independent 
Treasury" 


was published for but one year, 
beginning November 18, 1842. It 
was democratic in politics. 


The "Lorain Republican" came 


to life in the fall of 1842, and was 
publisehd for two years.

"The Dollar Democrat" was is- 


sued after the suspension of the 
Republican, in the fall of 1844. It 
was the shortest Ihed paper ever

"The Buclceve Sentinel'' was the 


successor to the Ohio Atlas, 
the 


first issue bearing the date of June

Democratic Paper Started. 


"The Lorain Constitutionalist,1' 


was established October 3, 1866, 
as a democratic paper. It was or- 
ganized by P. W. Sampsell, N. L. 
Johnson and a number of other 
democrats so that they could have 
an organ of their own. On June 
22 the office, located on Cheap- 
side, was destroyed by fire. 
The 


Democrat office came to the rescue 
with the offer of their press and 
type and the paper came out as 
usual until their 
material 
was 


procured. On October 10, 1872 it 
was purchased by F. S. Reefy,,and 
the later name changed to "The I 
Elyr a Constitution." 
Mr. Reefy J
